SENATOR TELLER AND HIS FRIENDS. 


They Give Strong Reasons for Supporting Bryan 
and Sewall, 


DENVER, Colo., July 21.—Senator Teller 
and six of his associates, who left the Na- 
tional Republican Convention, have made 
public an address to the silver Republicans 
of the country setting forth their views of 
the situation. In addition to those signing 
the address, Senator Pettigrew of South Da- 
kota and Senator Cannon of Utah are de- 
clared to be in sympathy with it, although 
Senator Cannon was not present at the con- 
ferences, owing to business engagements in 
Boston. The address is as follows: 

„We deem it fitting that we who have 
heretofore affiliated with the national Re- 
publican party and who have rejected the 
financial plank of the platform adopted at 
St. Louis and refused to support the nom- 
inees of the convention, should state our 
position in the present campaign and give 
briefly our reasons in support thereof. 

„When certain delegates to the National 
Republican Convention repudiated the finan- 
cial plank of the platform and withdrew 
from the convention we determined that 
we would give our support to such candi- 
dates as should appear most willing and 
were most capable of aiding in the restora- 
tion of silver to its rightful place as stand- 
ard money. 

The Democratic party in the Chicago 
Convention has taken a position in its plat- 
form so pronouncedly favorable to silver, 
and has nominated candidates of such un- 
usual unquestionable convictions in favor 
of the bimetallic policy, and of such high 
personal character, that we have deter- 
mined to give them our support. We sup- 
port such candidates because they repre- 
sent the great principle of bimetallism, 
which we believe to be the cause of hu- 
manity and civilization, and the paramount 
question now before the American people. 

“We therefore announce that we shall by 
voice and vote support Messrs. Bryan and 
Sewall for President and Vice President, 
and we appeal to all citizens, especially to 
Republicans who feel as we do, that gold 
monometallism would be of lasting injury 
to the country, to act witli! us in securing 
their election. 

“The Democrats who believe in the gold 
standard are announcing their intention to 
support McKinley, or proposing to put a 
third candidate in the field’ for the avowed 
purpose of aiding Mr. McKinley's election. 
A great number of influential Democratic 
journals have declared that they will sup- 
port the Republican nominees. It is evi- 
dent there is to be a union of effort Ci the 
part of the advocates and supporters of the 
gold standard to elect Mr. McKinley and a 
Congress favorable to him, which will sup- 
port the financial policy outlined in the Re- 
publican platform.

NEW YORK, July 21.—Wof@ went out yes- 
terday to the New York confidantes of the 
Hanna syndicate that the Populist con- 
vention had been ‘“‘fixed’’ and that there 
would de a third ticket put in the field 
by the St. Louis Convention. 

The work of reaching a sufficient number 
of influential Populists in St. Louis was 
accomplished, according to reports, yester- 
day morning. The story did not reach New 
York until several hours after the Popu- 
list delegates from this and other Eastern 
States had left New York for the conven- 
ti Leading Populists in New York were 
informed of the reports, however, and imme- 
diatly took steps to inform the New York 
delegation. 

Dr. McCallum, one of the delegates-at- 
large mailed a full statement to Thaddeus 
B. Wakeman, the Chairman of the New 
York delegation, now en route to St. Louis. 
The letter will be delivered a few hours 
after his arrival, and its contents may cause 
a sensation in the convention. 

Dr. McCallum yesterday said: 

“The gold people are very jubilant to-day. 
They says they have succeeded in purchas- 
ing enough leaders to make it appear that 
the third party ticket will recive the in- 
dorsement of the convention. But they will 
be disappointed if they imagine any one 
can control the delegates or win-them from 
their convictions. : 

“Unfortunately, I am unable to go to the 
convention. I have given Mr. Wakeman 
power to use what I have written to him as 
he sees fit, and it would not surprise me to 
learn that several people were openly brand- 
ed as traitors set St. Louis.” é

DELAYED TRAINS 


Washouts in Southern Illinois Cause 
Inconvenience and the Loss 
of One Life. 


Heavy rains in Southern [Illinois inun- 
dated that territory Sunday night and 
Monday, caused the wreck of the east- 
bound Air Line train Sunday night, with 
the loss of one life, and completely crip- 
led) the passenger service of that road 
nd of the Illinois Central for almost 24 
hours. . 
The first Air Line passenger train to 
arrive in St. Louis since Sunday night was 
several hours late Monday night, and was 
compelled to use the Louisville and Nash- 
ville track from Mount Vernon, IIL, to Bast 
St. Louis. Tuesday morning the regular 
Air Line passenger No. 3 was one hour and 
57 minutes late on account of washouts. 

The inundation extended {nto Indiana and 
caused washouts along the Vandalia Mon- 
day night, delaying train No. 7, due at St. 
Louis at 7 o’clock Tuesday morning, one 
hour and twenty-five minutes. The wash- 
outs were not accompanied by on further 
damage than to the tracks on this road, 
wrecks being averted. 

The train crew of the Vandalia reported 
Tuesday morning that a washout of about 
500 feet occurred this side of Terre Haute 
Ind., and another about five miles east of 
that city, thirty feet in extent. 

This necessitated the use of the Big Four 
tracks for some distance east of Terre 
Haute. Thetrain crew reported considerable 
damage to crops, but the floods subsided 
rapidly and no damage was done to build- 
ngs. 


t was a veritable cloud-burst that struck 
the country surrounding Centralia, III., 
early Sunday night. It overflowed streams 
as if by magic, swept away culverts, de- 
— ay and undermined the railroad 
tracks. At 8 o’clock Monday night fourteen 
inches of rain had fallen. Twelve miles 
from Centralia a washout on the Illinois 
Central blocked all northbound trains and 
there was no southern traffic until arrange- 
ments were finally made for the use of the 
L. & N. tracks. 


The East bound Air Line train from St. 
Louis struck deep water three miles east 
of Centralia on the Jacksonville track at 
11:40 o’clock. The engine and tender and 
the bagga and smoking cars left the 
track, turning over in eight feet of water. 

The sleeping cars kept the rails. The 
Brooklyn base ball team were on the sleep- 
ers. , 

The sleeping cars were returned to Cen- 
tralia over the Baltimore & Ohio track. 

When the water subsided where the wreck 
occurred the body of a tramp was found, 
He had been stealing a ride on the step of 
the baggage car and was drowned. 

Washouts on the Centralia & Chester 
prevented any through traffic.

Mr. Morgan Has Suddenly Discovered 
That a Bond Issue Would’ , 
Be Inexpedient. 


NEW YORK, July 21.—There are rumors 
that the banks have entered into an agree- 
ment to protect the gold ‘reserve, which 
is daily dwindling. It transpired that Presi-

While the People’s party did not become a 
power in politics until within the last four 
or five years, the forces which make it have 
been active since the war.

Then they real- 
ized what it meant. The war had impov- 
erished them anyway and when they found 
that they had to pay the negroes wages 
they began objecting to these money 
charges. 
“So it came to pass that all over the 
South there were formed Farmers’ Alli- 
ances. The movement started first in 
Texas and swept East through the South- 
ern States into Virginia and Maryland, 
but it did not get much of a foothold in 
these two States. It also moved North 
through Arkansas up into Kansas, Nebras- 
ka and Iowa. 

„It was about in 1875 mat this movement 
kot fairly started. 

About the same time an organization had 
been formed in IlMnois, which was known 
as the National Farmers’ Alliance. One of 
its declarations was for free «liver. 

„Now, here came in what is known as the 
Sub-Treasury plan. The Southern planvers 
wanted the Goverment to construct ware- 
houses, in which they might store their cot- 
ton and for which they were to receive cer- 
tificazes of deposit, which should be nego- 
tiable as currency. These receipts were to 
be destroyed as soon as the cotton was re- 
moved from the warehouses. This would 
obviate the necessity for the planter: pay- 
ing charges for, storage and give him a 
medium of exchange withou? raising funds 
by borrowing.

WORK ON THE RIVER. 

The extent of the work to be done in 

improving the navigation of the Mississ- 
ippi River is disclosed in the latest an- 
nual report of Maj, Hanbury, in charge 
of work on the channel between the IIli- 
nois and Ohio. 
According to this report 2,979 snags 
were removed during the yeaf. The work 
of the snag boats never ends. Next year 
as many or more snags will have to be 
removed in order to insure safety in 
navigation. Maj. Hanbury reports that 
in the work of destroying the causes of 
which snags are the effect, the snag boat 
crews had destroyed within the year 
19,648 leaning trees, which is an excellent 
record. ' 

So long as the river bed is to remain 
* uncontrolled, however, all this is only 
continuing work which we will bequeath 
to posterity. Maj. Hanbury points out 
the true solution of the problem when 
he says that the river must be narrowed 
from a mile or more to half a mile, but 
his processes are slow and costly. What 
the work needs is a sufficient and a con- 
tinuing government appropriation. 


IN A FALSE POSITION. 


We think Lord Salisbury has exercised 
good sense in refusing to commit the 
British Government to such a scheme of 
Anglo-Saxon international arbitration as 
Mr. Olney-has proposed. 

Mr. Oiney objects that Lord Salisbury 
refuses to enter into any general ar- 
—— that will not leave his Gov- 
ernmen e right to reject the finding of 
the arbitrators.

THE TELLER ADDRESS. 

Senator Teller and the other delegates 
who bolted the recent Republican Con- 
vention because of its surrender to Wall 
street on the money question, have again 
demonstrated that their course ig dic- 
tated by patriotism and not by self-seek- 
ing. Their first address, issued immedi- 
ately after they had withdrawn from the 
Republican Convention, gave convincing 
reasons for their withdrawal. The ad- 
dress just issued by them from Denver 
gives equally convincing reasons why 
they and all who think with them should 
support Bryan and Sewall. 

This address cannot fail to profoundly 
impress those Populist delegates now in 
St. Louis who wish to see the cause they 
have advocated succeed and who are 
amenable to reason. No sensible man 
can doubt that Senator Teller and his 
colleagues state the case truly when they 
say that the sole issue in this campaign 
is whether the election of McKinley shall 
fasten the gold standard upon the United 
States, or whether the election of Bryan 
shall restore honest bimetallism.. 

There is no possibility of evading this 
plain issue. Either McKinley or Bryan 
will be elected. If McKinley is elected, 
Wall street and Lombard street triumph, 
If Bryan is elected, the people win a 
victory of tremendous consequence. Such 
being the case, those who fall to help 
Bryan help McKinley. No man in the 
country is so well pleased with the 
Middle-of-the-Road Populists as Mark 
Hanna. 

Perhaps the most striking passage in 
the address of Senator Teller and his 
friends is the following: 

“That the condition of the country is not 
satisfactory all admit. The producers of 
wealth are not receiving fair and proper 
compensation for their labor, Whether in 
field, factory, or mihe; enterprise hag 
ceased; values are constantly declining; la- 
bor is unemployed; discontent and distress 
prevail to an extent never before known in 
the history of this country, and no rea- 
son can be found for such an unhappy con- 
dition save in a vicious monetary system. 
Those who profess to deplore the present 
financial condition and oppose the free coin- 
age of silver are divided in opinion as to 
the cause of the present condition. Some 
declare that it is because we have too much 
tariff; others that we have not enough, 
while the fact exists that every gold stan- 
dard country in the world, whether it has 
a high or a low tariff, is now, and has been 
during recent years, in the throes of a fin- 
anctal panic, and every silver standard 
country, compared with its former condi- 
tton, is enjoying an industrial development 

and degree of prosperity hitherto unknown 
in its history.“ 

The issue between bimetallism and the 
gold standard has never before been more 
impressively stated than in this address.

MIDDLE OF THE RIGHT ROAD. 

“I know a trick worth a dozen of 
that,“ said Jack“ Tanner, the Illinois 
Republican#boss, in rejecting the propo- 
sition to force the tariff question to the 
front. We quote from the Chicago 
Chronicle the rough draft of the Tanner 
plan of campaign: 

“It will soon develop as the campaign 
progresses,“ he said, that we are fighting 
mot Democracy but Populism this year. We 
shall first combat the free silver sentiment, 
and I do not anticipate much trouble in 
exposing its folly. Then we shall call atten- 
tion to other planks in Mr. Bryan's plat- 
form. We will show that the platform 
strikes at the very foundation of our gov- 
ernment. The assault upon the Supreme 
Court and the entire Federal judiciary sys- 
tem is more dangerous, if possible, than the 
attack upon the national credit. We will 
show the motives behind the propositions 
to abolish the rule of life terms in office 
which now applies to judges of the Federal 
courts and to men holding positions in the 
army and navy.“ 

The Democratic party, having em- 
braced in its platform some of the prin- 
ciples which Populists as well as Demo- 
crats regard as vital to free government, 
is to be assailed by the Republicans as 
being Populistic in tendency and purpose. 
The Democrats at Chicago declared their 
conviction and sense of public and. party 
duty without reference to Republican 
opinion or expectation of Republican ap- 
proval. 

Mr. Tanner expressed the opinion that 
such a campaign would “eliminate the 
money question before the expiration of 
the next sixty days.” The Chronicle 
adds that Mark Hanna has a great deal 
of confidence in the political sagacity of 
John R. Tanner, and will be guided large- 
ly by Tanner’s advice respecting the di- 
rection and conduct of the campaign.” 

The Democratic party has survived 
many defeats. It could survive another 
for the sake of its principles no matter 
whether it holds those principles in com- 
mon with Populists or not. The party 
which would not survive the defeat of 
the Democrats by the Hanna-Tanner as- 
sault would be the Populist party,waging 
a hopeless independent campaign to di- 
vert Populist strength from the defense

RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


Report of Work Done Between the Mis- 
souri and the Ohio. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 20.—The War 
Department has received the report of Maj. 


the Mississippi River between the mouth of 
the Missouri and the mouth of the Ohio. 
Concerning the improvement of the chan- 


nel between St. Louis and Cairo, Maj. Han- 
bury says: 

The object of the improvement is to ob- 
tain eventually a minimum depth at stand- 
ing low water of six feet from the mouth of 
the Missouri River to St. Louis, a distance 
of sixteen miles, and of 8 feet at the same 
stage of water from St. Louis to the mouth 
of the Ohio, a distance of 178 miles, the 
natural depth being: in many cases from 3% 
to 4 feet. 

The river as far down as Liberty Reach, 
eighty miles below St. Louis, has now un- 
dergone the first step in its improvement. 
This is an addition of thirty-two miles in 
this fiscal year. During the last low water 
season there was a channel depth of 6 feet 
maintained throughout the portion of the 
river then under improvement, with the ex- 
ception of a very short time in two locali- 
ties, and these were owing to a slight rise 

the river, followed by a sudden fall.” 
uring the year the two snagboats, the

taken from the river 2,979 snags, cut 19,648 
leaning trees and removed eleven drift piles. 
The amount expended on this work during

SILVER DELEGATES COMING FROM 
ALL THE STATES. 


ARE FULL OF ENTHUSIASM. 


Already Upward of Three Hundred 
Delegates Have Filed Their 
_ Credentials. 


Delegations from twenty States have filed 
their credentials at the National Silver 
uarters, representing about 300 dele- 
gates. Advices from a dozen or more States 
are to the effect that delegations are on 
the way and will arrive Tuesday night and 
Wednesday morning. 

“The convention will be no,small affair, 
as some people think,” said Secretary 
Keeney. In fact there are going to be 
more delegates here than I expected.” 

At the Silver headquarters in the Lindell 
Secretary Keeney and his assistant, A. P, 
Taylor, and one or two clerks are busy with 
the various delegations who come in for 
their badges and directions as to the con- 


vention. ä 

The National Committee held a session 
to-day at which all the members were 
present in person or represented by proxy. 

As heretofore published in the Post-Dis- 
patch, Congressman Francis Newlands of 
Nevada will be the temporary chairman, 
and William P. St. John of New York 


permanent chairman. 

The convention will be called to order 
by Chairman Mott in Grand Music Hall 
3 at 10 o' clock. 

After prayer Miss Lillie B. Pierce, the 
accomplished elocutionist of St. Louis, will 
read the Declaration of Independence. 
Temporary Chairman Newlands’ speech 
will not be a lengthy one, but will deal 
tersely with the duty of the convention, 
and indicate that the surest and quickest 
way for the triumph of the cause it has 
so much at heart is to accept the nomi- 
nees of the Chicago convention. 

The speech of Permanent Chair St. 
John is expected to be more elaborate and 
a masterly presentation of the cause of bi- 
metallism. It will be such a speech that 
the National Committee will spread it 
broadcast in the hands of every voter be- 
tween now and the election. 

An informal conference was held by he 
silver forces in their headquarters at the 


‘Lindell Monday night, which was largely 


attended. National Chairman Mott presided 
and on taking the chair said that it was im- 
portant for *he silver men to commune to- 
gether before the convention and map out 
a course of .procedure. He briefly outlinea 
his labors here for the past few aye 
especially and was of the opinion that the 
action of the silver men would have con- 
iderable moral force with the Populists. His 
purpose was to harmonize all conflicting ele- 
ments, and if necessary, ask for a commit- 
tee of conference to that end. In his opin- 
ion the indications were auspicious for an 
agreement which would work to the suc- 
cess of the silver cause. 

A number of speeches were made, all 
. favoring dhe cordial indorsement of 
the icago ticket. 

This was the emphatic opinion of Con- 
gressman Newlands in a brief speech, State 
Senator Wolcutt of Indiana and Senator 
John P. Jones of Nevada. 

In the course of his speech Senator Jones 


said: . 2 

“It is imposible for the Democratic party 
to go back on what it has done. The con- 
vention at Chicago was the first convention 
I have attended where it seemed to me that 
I could smell the violets from the ground.

BOTH METALS ARE MONEY. 


Free American People Will Defy Brit- 
ish Gold as They Defied 
British Bayonets. 


j 

One of the principal owners of the mine 
that produces annually more gold than any 
mine in the world ts the Chairman of a 
State delegation to the National Silver Con- 
vention. which will assemble in Grand 
Music Hall Wednesday. 

He is Charles D. Lane of California, who 
controls the Utica mine, at Angels’ Camp. 

This mine produces about $400,000 of gold 
per month. It formerly belonged to the late 
Senator James G. Fair, but more than 
twenty years ago he abandoned it as worvh- 
less. 

Lane bought it and with the true instinct 
of a miner determined to follow up the old 
leads and, after monthe of persistence, 
struck pay dirt. 

Since that time he has simply had the 


gold shoveled out of the big, deep hole. 
Mr. Lane is interested in a number of 
less productive mines, all of them gold. 
Not a more modest or more unassuming 
man will sit in either of the National Con- 
ventions than this same Mr. Lane, whose 
bank. account is unlimited, and who can- 
not figure out just how much he is worth. 
He is a tall, spare man with almost snow- 
white mustache and goatee, keen brown 
eyes that look straight through men and 
business propositions. 
He dresses neatly in a plain business 
suit of gray, and broad black felt hat that 
curves =a down over his h forehead. 
He talks well when interrogated, but does 
not obtrude his views further than to an- 
swer sufficiently the questions asked. 
„How is it, Mr. Lane, that you, one of the 
heaviest gold producers in the world, are at 
the head of.a silver delegation to this con- 
vention?“ was asked. 
‘The answer is simple enough, There is 
not enough money in this country. Silver is 
as much money as gold is, not only made so 
by the constitution of our fathers, but is so 


intrinsically. 

“By the most diabolical legislative act in 

the history of a free le, 
most damnable and selfish 
legislators of the country cut o 
supply of our currency. In doing this it 
doubled the purchasing power of the 
favored metal, and in the same ratio de- 
creased the prices of all commodities. 
“The consequence was a general depres- 
sion, produc * the scarcity of the pur- 
chasing power. This thing has gone on un- 
til the people can stand it no longer. They 
have got to have relief. Talk about revolu- 
tion; of course mere is a revolution going 
on, and no human forces can stop it. The 
tariff is not to be discussed.

John ©. Sheehan Says That Bryan Will

NEW YORK, July 21.—The most import- 
ant incident of the campaign, so far as 
New York is concerned, at least, was an 
“impromptu” conference of Tammany Dis- 
trict leaders, with John C. Sheehan, yes- 
terday evening.

All of them expressed 
the sentiment that “‘everything’s all right 
in my district,” but Mr. Sheehan was even 
more explicit. 

He said that the reports to which he had 
listened all pointed to a practical unanimi- 
ty of opinion in favor of Bryan and 
among the.

day would have different opinions on the 
subject if you lived in States which did not 
prodtice silver. I have said time and again 
that I would be in favor of the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the present le- 
ratio of 16 to 1 if 0e did not produce ane 
ounce of silver in the United States. It ‘s 
not because we produce either silver or 
gold, but because we are.in need of both, 
that I am in favor of the restoration of bi- 
metalligm. 

“T appreciate the fact that in your State 
and in some of the other States of the 
West, ladies as well as gentlemen are per- 
mitted to vote. I also note what a differ- 
ence of opinion on that subject has mani- 
fested itself in various places, some grant- 
ing, some refusing suffrage. That the men 
of Colorado have declared themselves in 
favor of my candidacy is atifying. 

“I agree to the truth of the old saying 
that woman ig the conscience of the human 
race. Woman is a great controlling influ- 
ence in the civilization of the world, and any 
man may well be comforted to know that 
she lends him her support whether she can 
vote or not..In so far as you have ex- 
pressed yourselves in terms of personal 
compliment to me, while I cannot be in- 
different to your kind words, we all know 
that this campaign is not going to be con- 
ducted on personal lines. I believe that our 
opponents are men of pure lives and up- 
right character. It is not a contest between 
‘men. It is a contest between great prin- 
ciples, and if Mr, Sewall and I should be 
elected it will not be considered a declara- 
tion of the people that we are personally | 
more meritorious than our opponents.

WASHINGTON, July 21.—As one result of 
a conference between Chairman Babcock 
of the Congressional Committee and Mr. 
Mark Hanna and Maj. McKinley, last week, 
the scope of the work of the Congressional 


Committee is to be greatly widened during 
the campaign. The Republican Congres- 
sional Committee, from this time on, will 
perform more work and in different fields 
than has developed on any previous Con- 
gressional Committee. Mr. Babcock’s or- 

anization will take charge of the literary 
eature of the committee entirely. 

The committee, in addition to supplying 
the various Congressiona! districts through- 
out the country with Hterature, speeches 
and documents, will also furnish the State 
Central Committees in every State with 
campaign material. In the last campaign, 
the Congressional Committee confined its 
labor to about 100 districts, but in this cam- 
paign it will widen its field of operations to 
take in every place in the United States 
where there is a chance for a contest. 

The number of campaign documents that 
will be sent out between now and next No- 
vember by the Congressional Committee 
will reach in the millions.

The purposes of the Congress as stated 
in the call are “to establish harmonious 
and reciprocal relations betwéen all co-op- 
erative associations, including stores, 
creameries, mills, factories, fire and frater- 
nal life associations, labor exchanges, colo- 
nies, publishing houses, profit-sharing es- 
tablishments, and the more general, but no 
less co-operative, societies in favor of m- 
nicipal ownership of public utilities and 
national ownership of monopolies; also to 
effect a national organization for dissem- 
inating co-operative principles, to consider 


ways and means to establish co-operative 
industries and communities and to devise 
the most effective plan for placing its con- 
clusiens in the hands of the millions of the 
debt-burdened, rent-racked and terest- 
ridden people of our land.“ 

Representatives of co-operative concerns 
and others interested in the subject are ex- 
pected to be present from Tennessee, Kan- 
sas, New York, Indiana, Massachusetts, 
Maryland, Nevada, Mississippi, Minnesota, 
Michigan, California, New Jersey, Illinois 
Pennsylvania and Vermont. Missouri will 
be worthily represented.

The session promises to be not only in- 
8 but will probably mark an epoch 
in the histery of the co-operative movement 
in the United States. 

In view of the importance of this gather- 
ing a review what has already been ac- 

lished in the direction of co-operative 
industry may be timely. 

The pioneer of all profit sharing enter- 
prises seems to have been the Rockdale 
store, upon which a majority of co-oper- 
ative enterprises are modeled. The original 
Rockdale store was started in Rockdale, 
England, fifty years ago. Twenty-eight 
weavers started with a capital of $140. With 
this they bought s, parceled them out 
to, their members without any expense, and 
found themselves in possession of $25 profit. 
They bought and sold for cash. Two and 
a half per cent of the profits were set aside 
for education. Anyone could join by paying 
50 cents on a $5 share, and then let the 
dividends on his purchase pay up the re- 
maindér. That store now has a member. 
ship of 12,000, a capital of nearly $2,000,000, 
several branch stores and factories. It 
has returned to its members since it started 
an average of about 12% per cent on their 

urchases, besides paying them 5 per cent 
nterest on their investment. 

There are now in Great Britain about },750 
similar societies, with a membership of 
1,400,000, with annual sales exceeding $250,- 

,000, and clear profits over and above 
interest charges of $25,000,000 a year. In 
order todo away with middlemen they have 
established wholesale departments, buying 
direct from manufacturers, and in 1895 the 
sales of the wholesale departments alone 
amounted to $50,650,000. 

The membership of these societies in 
Great Britain, including e families of 
members, is estimated at 5,834,000 souls, and 
their example is being rapidly followell in 
France, Germany, Sweden, Italy and Aus- 
tria. In some parts of Great Britain the 
ratio of co-operators to population is 75 per 
cent and in one case 86 per cent. 

In the United States the movement has 
made but partial progress. Massachusetts 
is credited with twenty-five co-operative 
stores. The largest of these is the Arling- 
ton Co-operative Association of Lawrence, 
which has two branches, and at the end 
of its eleventh year, October, 1895, had 2,500 
members, a capital stock of $101,180.28, and 
total sales last year of $289,470.60, permitting 
a dividend to members of 7 per cent on trade 
and to non-members of per cent. 

In Texas there is a wholesale association 
at Galveston with a paid up capital of 
$87,000. In 1894 this concern did a business 
of $300,000 in connection with a group of 
co-operative stores located within 200 or 300 
miles of Galveston. There is also a large 
association at Olathe, Kan., with a capital 
of $100,000 and an annual trade of $250,000. 
In Minneapolis there are a number of 
successful co-operative barrel manufactur- 
ing enterprises. 

in Rockford,’ III., there are twenty furni- 
ture factories and several for the manufac- 
ture of agricultural implements. 

Among farmers the most successful appli- 
cation of the co-operative principle is in the 
creamery line. The farmers of a neighbor- 
hood o have as many as 300 cows among 
them, organize a stock company, build a 
creamery, pay interest to themselves on 
their stock at 6 per cent and divide the rest 
of the profits in proportion to the pounds of 
butter obtainable from milk supplied. In 
Minnesota there were 150 co-operative and 
only 72 private creameries at the close of 
1894. In Tewa 231 out of 870 creameries were 
co-operative. | 

Among profit-sharing enterprises the most 
famous is the N. O. Nelson Manufacturing 
Co. of this city and Leclaire, Ill. Others 

of mention are: The Proctor & 
Gamble Co., soap manufacturers at Ivory- 
dale, O.; the Pittsburg Flour Mills at Minne- 
apolis, and the Bourne Cotton Mills of Fall 
River, Mass. 
In the South within the past ten years the 
erative plan has been followed in 
uilding and operating cotton mills. Many 
such mills are in successful operation in 
North Carolina and new ones are constantly 


ing. 
In fiiinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, eo 
Minnes and Indiana there are nearly 
fire insurance companies of a co-operative 
character. 

In view of these facts the proceedings of 
the Co-operative Congress will be watched 
with more than ordinary interest.
